CUCUMBERS. 


Tho season Is well advanced for 


cucumbers and tho crop is in the 
growing stage1 with some sections 
already well enough ajvance'd fof 
the pickling process, while In other 
sections the plants are Just setting. 
Cucumbers are a profitable crop It 
they are properly handled but In this 
respect many growers make grcf?s 
errors. 
There is considerable work 


connected with the pickling of cu- 
cumbers and this d'eters many from 
growing but. ,tbe same as .with tomato 
culture, where there Is sufficient help 
In the family, or where cheap help 
.can be secured, there Is sufficient 
profit 4n their culture to warrant 
raising them. 


The pickle Industry of this country 


Is growing 
continually but the de- 


mand seems to keep growing In the 
same ratio as the supply and the pic- 
kle is at most tlmeJti a good one. 
If tho farmer Is going into the rais- 
ing of cucumbers he must take In to 
consideration that there Is -a' right 
waj^ and a wrong way of handling 
them. 
Tho right way means largo 


yields and a good profit, wh.le the 
wrong way means small yields and 
a loss financially.

with the raising of any other crop, 
the work must be understood before 
success can bo achieved. In sections 
wnere new pickle factories are being 
established the farmers as a gener- 
al rule do not understand cucumber 
culture but they should Inform them- 
selves as thoroughly as possible be- 
fnro going Into tne business on too 
large a scale. ' It is essential that 
the ground should be prepared pro- 
perly anu that all other conditions 
be 
about right before cucumbers 


can be grown with any degree of suc- 
cess or certainty of yield. But when 
taey^aro thus grown there Is cood 
profit In 
their

Local Officials Helpless.

The trouble started about G o'clock 


. "when Deputy Sheriff Thomtw Beddall 


attempted to escort the two nonunion 
•workers through the strikers' lino of 
pickets. 
The workmen were dressed 


in their street clothes, but one of them 
carried a bundle1 under his arm and 
this aroused the suspicion of the strik- 
ers. 
The bundle was tprn from him 


and when It was found to contain a 
blouse and overalls the man was taken 
from the deputy'and beaten almost to 
death. 


Deputy Opens Fire. 


' 'Meantime Beddall opened fire on the 
mob which had gathered and emptied 
his revolver. Two of the shots took 
effect, one'man being'hit In the leg 
And the other In the foot. 


The deputy and the other strike 


breaker were compelled to fly for their 


I 
Jives. They took refuge In the Phil- 
adelphia & Heading depot. The depot 
•was soon surrounded by an angry 
nob 
of G.OOO, which was becoming 


more' threatening and demonstrative 
every moment. 


Joseph Beddall. who was a hardware 


merchant, Hvns seen making his way 
through tho crowd In an effort 
to 


reach his brother and the mob, think- 
ing that he was carrying ammunition 
to those Inside the depot, seized him 
and beat him with clubs and billies 
Into Insensibility. Ho died en route 
to the hospital.. 


Men Escape. 


Shortly after thin tho entire borough 


police force arrived on the scene and 
escorted tho deputy sheriff and hlii 
man to an engine which had been 
backed Into the depot for that pur- 
pose. When the mob realized that Its 
prey was about to escape It surround- 
ed tho engine and the engineer was 
afraid to move. 


In a few minutes, however, the po- 


lice 
fired a volley, dispersing 
the 


crowd for a brief period, and tho en- 
gineer turned on full steam and got 
away with his men. 


Stones were thrown thick and fast' 


about .the heads of the pnllcc, where- 
upon Chief Fryo gave the order to 
flre. At the first volley the mob fell 
back and several -were seen to fall. 


Rout the Policemen. 


The retreat, however,' was hilt-mo- 


mentary. They turned and, with re- 
volvers, stones and even a few shot- 
guns, they charged on the llttlo band 
of policemen and made them .fly1 for 
their lives.

. The policemen turned In their flight 
at short Intervals and fired volley after 
•volley at their merciless pursuers, but 
tho mob-seemed thoroughly Infuriated 
and smoking revolvers seemed to have 
uo_ terrors for them. When thn I,e- 
Jilgh railroad crossing was reached a 
passing- freight 
train blocked 
the 


progress of the police and two of them 
•were caught and brutally beaten. Ono 
of tbem, Stlney Yacopsky, will die. 


It Is estimated that more than 1,000 


shots were fired. 
More than 
forty 


strikers, nil of whom were .foreigners, 
•were shot and at least two of them 
will die. 


Appeal for Troops.

Sheriff Bcddnll arrived from Potts- 


vllle with a posse of deputies. 
He 


took up headquarters at the Ferguson 
hotel.

IS TRYING TO STOP THE TRUST 


Action to Be Begun Early In Order to 


•Prevent a-More Bitter Fight Wl.l-'h 
Would Follow the Consummation of 
the Combination. 


Chicago. 111., July 31.—The state of 


Illinois will light _the proposed pack- 
ers' combine. Attorney General Ham- 
lln has been In Chicago for two days 
gathering evidence and will soon pro- 
ceed against the concerns proposing 
the merger.
